he had written on January 12,

— exactly a year ago — to

chusetts. 


Dnvers wanted Sid's frank opin- 


ion, whether Harry 
S. .Truman 


should run again for President. 


I am quoting Harris' story: 


"McMath's jcply, never be- 


fore made 
public, 
said he 


thought not only thai Truman 
should not run again but also 
that the President should re- 
frain trom casting his political 
mantle on the 
Democratic 


nominee. 


"A-s he scanned the copy of 


the correspondence, McMath 
chuckled and remarked: 
" '1 didn't know then I was 


to have that mantlu draped on 
me.' (Truman 
endorsed Mc- 


Math and urged his re-election 
last summer.J" 
Equally ironic is the fact that 


elective office-holders engaged in 
a campaign seldom if ever reject 
endorsement when it is preferred 
by a superior official. Not even 
the historic odds that such an ac- 
tion places against them will per- 
suade 'em to rise up and 
t:|"No!" 


Actually, of course, the prefer- 


ring of such endorsement by the 
President puts a mere governor 
on a spot of deadly jeopardy: If 
he says "Thanks" he runs headon 
into the brick wall of history — 
but if he says "No!" he has madi' 
another enemy, 
presumably the 


most powerful of all. 


A thoroughly competent Presi- 


dent would certainly avoid throw- 


jj.ing his political weight around in 


local campaigns; but more skilled 
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Presidents than Harry S. Truman 
have felt the stimulus ot power 
and thus spread embarrassment 
and disaster at the local level. 


Perhaps some day we'll live to 


see the "endorsed" man tell the 
"endorser" No — arid find out 
what the odds are when you make 
that reply.

WASHINGTON, (UP) President 


Truman directed the attorney gen- 
eral today to drop criminal pro 
cuedings against five American oil 
companies in the "interest of na- 
tional security if the companies 
produce subpoenaed records." 


Mr. Truman directed 
Attorney 


General James P. McGrancry to 
confer "promptly" with oil com- 
pany representatives to determine 
if they will agree to enter into a 
stipulation to produce the subpoe- 
naed documents. 


"If they Win," Mr. Truman said 


in n letter, "I ask that a civi 
proceeding be instituted according- 
ly and that appropriate steps be 
taken to cause the termination o: 
the pending grand jury proceed 
ings."

Court Upholds 
Findings of 
Spa Miner 


LITTLE 
ROCK, (UP) — The. 


Arkansas Supreme Court today up- 
held the claim of a Hot Springs 
man to $12,951 for his work in lo- 
cating a silica deposit near .Rog- 
ers, Ark., in a case reminiscent 
of the grub-staking days of (he 
old West. 


The high court held that H. R. 


McKnight was entitled to payment 
of the money from the Oak Ridge 
Minerals, Inc., of Benton County. 


In 1946, McKnight entered into 


an agreement with O. B. Sanei 
of Kerrville, Tex., under which 
McKnight, a mining engineer, was 
to search for silica deposits in Ar- 
kansas. 
Saner 
paid McKnight 


$47.50 per week as a "brubsta 
in his prospecting wortc. In the 
event McKnight was able to find 
..a deposit and develop it into the 
finished product, he was'to receive 
25 per cent of the business. 


McKnight launched his hunt in 


the Hot Springs area and it was 
unsuccessful. Then he went to Ben- 
ton County where he found the de- 
posit near Rogers. 


Saner furnished $150,00 to build a 


processing plant, but died before 
the plant 
had been completed, 


leaving the bulk of his estate to 
his widow. The plant never was 
entirely completed, and the pro, 
perty was sold to the Oak Ridge 
Company. 


McKnight then,was injured in an 


automobile accident and hospital 
ized. He was informed by Sancr's 
heirs at that time that he would 
receive a final weekly check in his 
grubstake money and would get no 
further benefits from the Saner es- 
tate or the Oak Ridge firm. 


The Benton Chancery Court held 


that McKnight's. oral agreement 
with Saner to receive 25 per cent 
of the plant's proceeds was valid, 
and that he was entitled to $20,000 
less his weekly checks for his work 
in discovery of the deposit and in 
building the finished portion of the 
plant.

Supreme 
Court • '-opinion, 


Written by Associate Justice Sam 
Robinson, held that McKnight was 
more than a common laborer or 
a prospector and that Saner must 
have considered him a successful 
business man. Otherwise, Robin 
son held, Saner would not have 
entrusted McKnight with construc- 
tion of a $150,000 project. 


The high court unanimously con- 


firmed the lower court's ruling.

Mrs. Fulbright, 
Fayetteville 
Editor, Dies 


FAYETTEVILLE, tfl — Mrs. Ro- 


berta Waugh Fulbright, newspaper 
publisher and the mother of U.S. 
Sen. 
J. William Fulbright (D-Ark) 


died at her home here yesterday 
following a prolonged heart illness. 
She was 78. 


Sen. and Mrs. Fulbright are ex- 


pected to arrive here this 
after- 


noon from Washington. 


A native of Rothvillc, Mo., Mrs. 


Fulbrighl was 
publisher 
of the 


Northwest Arkansas Times of Fay 
cltevillc and headed other business 
interests until the past few years 


Mrs. Fulbright and her late hus- 


band, Jay, came to Fayetteville in 
1906 
and seven years later Ful- 


bright included an interest in the 
Fayetteville Daily Democrat, now 
the Times, in his expanding busi- 
ness activities. He died in 1923. 


Mrs. Fulbright served as presi- 


dent of two banks, a lumber com- 
pany, a merchantile, firm, a soft 
drink bottling company and an ice 
company. 


She acquired full ownership of 


the Times in 1926. 


A strong Democrat and support- 


er of the late President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, Mrs. Fulbright wrote 
a column, "As I See It", which 
was credited indirectly for moving 
Sen. Fulbright from education lo 
political fields. 


When Fulbright was 
University 


of Arkansas 
president 
in 1940, 


Mrs^ Fulbright wrote 
a 
column 


.criticizing.'the election of Homer 
Adkins -as" governor of-'the state. 
Fulbright was removed as Univer 
sity president by Adkins in 1941 
and the following year he ran for 
and won a seat in the U.S. House 
of Representatives. 


In 1944, Adkins was defeated by 


Fulbright for the Senate scat. 


Mrs. Fulbright was named Ar- 


kansas "Mother of the Year" in 
1947. 
She was an honorary 
life- 


time president of the 
Arkansas 


Newspaper Women. 


She attended the University of 


Missouri, was a member of 
the 


Christian Church, Kappa

Gamma sorority; and many social 
ana garden clubs.

Over Doctor's

WASHINGTON, '(UP)— Congres- 


sional sources reported today that 
a hot new controversy is boiling 
up around the so-called "doctors 
draft/- 


Something must bo done about 


it soon. The law under which phy- 
sicians and dentists through age 50 
can be prodded into uniform is due 
to expire July 1. 


Members said there 
is 
pretty 


general agreement it must be ex 
.tended. The need for medical per- 
sonnel in the military 
continues, 


and the 
services 
contend 
they 


can't get enough volunteers with- 
out a draft law to serve as a per 
suadcr. 


The present law set up four cat 


egorics. 


First considered were men who 


during World War II got thoii 
training at government expense or 
who were deferred from service to 
go lo school on their own'. Cate- 
gory one comprises men in this 
group who after training served 
on active duty less than 00 days; 
category two, those who served 
more than 00 days but less than 
21 months. 


Next come men who didn't train 


at government expense and who 
weren't deferred from the draft in 
World War II. Men in this group 
who never saw military 
service 


went in category thr(ee; those who 
•saw- spme'-service; in •'category four 


Category' one is used up.-, Cur- 


rent calls arc being filled" from cate 
gory two. It won't be long before 
category three will be tapped. The 
question is whether to leave thi. 
category as is, or change it. 


The services are under pressure 


to hold down rank. Some military 
men say category three, as now 
defined, will bring in too 
many 


older men who will be entitled, by 
age and experience, to consider 
able,rank. < 


They say category four embraces 


many younger men— young enough 
to have served in World War II— 
who wouldn't rate so much brass. 


Rumblings of a possible move to 


reverse the two categories have 
prompted bitter letters of protest 
from veterans in what is now cate- 
gory four. They contend Ihe fall- 
way is to take men who have never 
served a day ahead of those who 
have already put in one hitch in 
uniform.
